Folding Wall Rack For Dry­ 
ing Clothes. 


CLOTH KH BACK. 


refiring the winter months the house­ 
wife often finds it very difficult to dry 
the wash during inclement weather, 
’ib is problem can lie easily solved by 
constructing a folding wall ruck, as 
shown iu illustration. 
A square form la built of two inch 
wide lumber. 
Tills should

eighteen inches wide.

at tile height desired.

AMERICAN FLAG 


Act at 
Christiana Unveiling 


Leaks Out. 


Christiana, Ba, Sept. 12 - A th o r­ 
ough investigation is tieing made into 
a piece of vandalism t hat occurred at 
Christiana Iii connection with the un­ 
veiling of the monument m arking the 
Christiana nots, when an American 
flag, which was until!led to mark the 
site of the ' riot house," was torn from 
its shaft aud carried away. 
It is believed by some that the act 
was pert>etrated by tile sam e people 
who Instigated the* burning of Zai ii 
Walker, at Coatesville, less than ten 
miles away. 
Every effort was made by the Chris­ 
tiana authorities to keep the m atter 
quiet, and of the many thousands of 
people who attended the celebration 
Saturday only a very few learned of 
the affair. 
A large 
flag pole, some fifty feet 
high, had been planted near the old 
“riot house" on Friday afternoon, and 
the flag, which was a large, beautiful 
silk emblem, was run up and left on 
the |wde as a sort of m arker for Ute 
visitors who were expected. 
During the night some persons dug 
the |K)le celt of the ground, and after 
it had fallen. tore the flag front the 
top and cai ried It away. W hen the 
vandalism was discovered early S at­ 
urday morning it was imm ediately re­ 
ported to the town authorities, who 
took.m easures to keep it a sec ret. 
The 'nvewtigatkm, whic h was push­ 
ed with renewed vigor, is likely to re­ 
sult in an arrest before long, as it Is 
said the authorities have some dam ­ 
aging evidence.

Augusta, Me., Sept. 12.—The people 
of Maine by a small majority vol cd to 
keep the prohibitory am endm ent in 
the constitution. The day was an ideal 
one, and a large vote was polled. The 
cities gave very heavy wet majorities, 
but in the country the vote for the re­ 
tention of the am endm ent was very 
large, more than enough to offset Hie 
heavy 
city 
vote. 
The majority is 
about 15oo. 
Bath, the first place to count the 
vote, lavored repeal of the prohibi­ 
tor* law 112X to 463. In ISS I Bath 
voted for prohibition, 920 to 414. 
The city of Rockland voted for re­ 
peal, 975 to 534, and t.*e city ut Said 
did likewise, HOH to 546. 
The morning vote in the cities wa* 
even larger than was anticipated, and 
in many places fully one third of m e 
entire vote was (ast by noon. In the

Thay Are V ary M inute and Resemble 
Herringbone Brickwork. 
In tho ordinary acceptation of th* 
term the eel is a scaleless flab.

It is due to the fact that its scales are 
very minute and Imbedded in the skin 
They form, as pointed out Ivy a cor 
respondent, very interesting aud beau 
tiful objects for the microscope. 
In 
size the scales of the eel vary from one 
twentieth of an Inch upward, accord 
lug to the age of the Ash 
They arc 
formed of tw o layers of a clear, horny 
substance, 
the 
upper of

studded with crystals of calcium car 
bullate. 
T hese are so transparent as 
to look like em pty cells 
The scales 
vary In shape fret i a blunt to an 
elongate! oval and are sometimes al 
most kidney shaped 
This is how the scales of the eel tell 
its age.

Intervals several more or less clearly 
marked lines parallel to tin- margin. 
These m ark lines of growth, one for 
each year of the lif** of the fish. Three 
years, However, must be allowed for 
the innerm ost ring. as th** *-*‘1 has no 
scales until the third year.

do not overlap to any extent and are 
arranged in series of small groups at 
right angles to each other, so as to 
resemble w hat is known as herring 
Inurn brickwork.

BUILDING UP A 
GOOD DAIRY HERD 


First It Is Necessary to Banish 


To start In the dairy business we 
must first weed out the smalt pro­ 
ducers from our herds, k**cplug* only 
those whose uunual product will uet 
a profit, writes it. P . Hester in Firm

harden and the straw wicks dipped 
to a proper length.

uct burns well. gives a fair light, is 
consumed 'low ly, and, best of all. In 
tm I Ive eyes. is very cheap. The-** can­ 
dles ar** usually made by small fa 
torips for sale to storekee|M*rs, hut
